Kenneth Eggert had been senf by 
the party from Toledo and that he 
was a leader of the Harvill strike. 

Dies’ remarks brought a retort 
from Jack Marcotti, a leader of 
the Harvill strikers at Los Ange- 
les, that the Texan was the na- 
tion’s “No. 1 strikebreaker.” 

Hillman Ouster Sought. 

An appeal was sent to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt by the Florida 
Federation of Labor to oust Sid- 
ney Hillman, co-director of the 
OPM. The federation, in annual 
convention at Tampa, charged 
that Hillman used his office to 
strengthen the CIO. | 

Officials of the War Department 
and the OPM conferred in Wash- 
ington in furtherance of their ef- 
forts to bring about a settlement 
of a strike at Army Air Corps 
laboratories at Wright Field, Ohio.

The Spirit Still Lives 
When Atlanta wants anything, 
all her citizens go to work shoul- 
der to wheel and get it. This is an 


example worthy of emulation by 
all other towns. 


The paragraph above appeared fifty years 
ago, in the issue of The Constitution for March 
14, 1891. It told, in succinct language, the se- 
cret of that “Atlanta Spirit” which, down 
through the years, has made the name of this 
city synonymous, all through the land, with an 
alert, progressive and advancing municipality. 

Occasionally, in the later years, the unob- 
servant have voiced doubts whether the At- 
lanta spirit still lives. No doubts could be 
more unfounded. Of course the Atlanta spirit 
lives. It is one of the most vital forces here 
and because of it Atlanta is still progressing, 
still the ever-growing metropolis of the south- 
east, still the envy of other, less fortunate, 
cities. 3 

The only difference is that, by reason of 
the very growth of the city, the Atlanta spirit 
of today is, perhaps, more difficult to isolate 
from other local factors, more diffuse and 
therefore harder to concentrate. 

In the days when the quoted paragraph was 
written, the city was small. Its leaders could 
be numbered on the fingers of two hands, at 
most. They could be quickly brought together, 
whenever need arose, and decisions, and ac- 
tion, could be quickly achieved. 

In those days most of the progressive move- 
ments which brought such wide recognition for 
the Atlanta spirit, were initiated in meetings 
of this little group of leaders in an office of 
‘The Constitution building. There would be a 
- call in the paper, with an outline of the pro- 
- posal to be considered and the business and 
professional men of the city would come to 
this building and, seated comfortably in a 
comparatively small room, make their deci- 
* sions, plan their civic improvements or enter- 
‘prises and, in a few days, the story would go 
‘out to the world that Atlanta had, once again, 
‘stepped into the vanguard of advancing mu- 
nicipalities. 

Today that spirit, though no less intent, is 
‘ scattered among the citizens of a metropolitan 
- area that numbers close to half a million. To- 
. day, instead of a bare score of leading citi- 
‘gens, there are thousands. Today, instead of 
one small group, meeting in a single office 
‘room, there are more than a score of civic 
* bodies, luncheon clubs and varied organiza- 
: tions, all created fundamentally for the bet- 
: terment of the city or its subdivisions. 

It is impossible, today, to gather Atlanta’s 
| leaders, all of them, in any hall smaller than 
the city auditorium. It is, by reason of this 
increase, more difficult to co-ordinate these 
forces for good and to so arrange that all shall 
work in harmonious unity for the specific 
cause. 

There are, too, many more causes to be ad- 
‘vyocated. With each growth in size or popu- 

lation, opporvunities for city advancement have 
multiplied. Too, many things which today are 
. taken for granted, which are accepted and for- 
> gotten as the natural order of things, were 
big events, big achievements, fifty years ago. 
Today the erection of a new industrial plant 
which would have thrilled the city and the 
state, passes unnoticed save by those who hap- 
pen to pass by the site and wonder, casually, 
for a moment, “what is that new building go- 
ing up, there?” 
Never doubt the Atlanta spirit lives. It is a 
‘far bigger thing; just as the city is far big- 
ger, today. That is all. It inspires thousands 
-of public spirited leaders where, in the bygone 
- days, it inspired merely a dozen or two or 
’ three. ‘It is, today, spread over the entire com- 
munity and is achieving tremendous results.

; The State Patrol 

Reports that the Georgia State Patrol has 
begun to relax that vigilance which brought 
it a nation’s respect are anything but reas- 
suring to those of us who had hoped that this 
branch of the state government, at least, might 
escape the blight of the political spoils system. 
Rumors persist that the courteous, efficient, 
well-trained officers who brought Georgia first 
rank in the reduction of automobile accidents 
have by unquieted worry been encouraged to 
neglect prompt reports to a central office, now 
frequently cruise with only one officer instead 
of two in an automobile, rarely go abroad at 
night, ignore violations of the law by out-of- 
state cars and, in general, have degraded into 
an inefficiency totally foreign to that splen- 
did body of which Georgians had become so 
proud. 

Under our political system it is useless to 
quarrel with the wholesale replacement of 
state officials which inevitably follows a 
change of political administration; whatever 
its defects, this principle of rewarding the 
faithful party workers is bred into our polit- 
ical consciousness and is not likely to be erad- 
icated soon. But that the fear of political re- 
placement should be allowed to stultify an 
agency charged with the task of protecting 
and saving human life and property is totally 
noxious. In its duties and behavior a state 
patrol, like an army, is non-political; we should 
no more think of destroying its morale by 
threats of constant replacement than we 
would think of basing military advancement 
on political preferment. 

Whether properly or improperly, word is 
abroad that out-of-state cars may whisk 
about the highways of Georgia without fear 


of molestation, and that our own citizens need 


have small worry of detection or rebuke. 

Greater is the pity of it if we remember 
that no finer organization of officers has been 
put together in the United States. Its record 
of achievement has been specifically and pub- 
licly cited by eminent judges. Unless the fear 
that grips this body be quieted and its relax- 
ation of discipline and vigilance be promptly 
discouraged by those who command it, Geor- 
gians may pay a fearful price in human 
wreckage. There is no greater crime than 
neglect. 

From the proper authorities there should 
be prompt reassurance to Georgians that the 
men who protect them from sudden death 
are not slowly rotted from internal disorder.

Thomas M. Bell 

One of the best love! and most valiant 
figures in north Georgia passed from human 
view with the death of former Congressman 
Thomas M. Bell.

THE YOUNG MEN ARE ALL RIGHT

There is no sense in swooning into a great 
state of panic because of the rather high percent- 


age of rejections in the draft calls. Considerable 
more study, and especially comparative study, 
needs to be given the figures before. we need 
conclude that young America has declined into a 
state of decreptitude. 

That is not to say that “all’s right ‘with the 
world,” or that the health of youth is all it should 
be. It isn’t, and it never will be. There is plenty 
of room for improvement. But there is no reason 
for panic. ne 

True, there are a great many rejections for 
failure to meet the rather high standards the mili- 
tary services have set. In some cases it has run 
as high as 25 per cent. Offhand, that looks bad. 
It looks worse than in 1917-18. But is it? 

Isn’t it just possible that standards are higher 
now? Certainly the necessity for raising a huge 
army immediately is not as great. The standard 
can be, and probably is, somewhat higher. X-ray 
and other laboratory examining methods and 
techniques are improved, and probably catch a 
higher percentage of defects, many of which were 
formerly overlooked. Further, plenty of men with 
flat feet or a slight shortage of perfectly matched 
teeth are reasonably healthy in spite of that,

THE CAPITAL PARADE

WARNING TO LONDON WASHINGTON, March 19.—The 


sale of the British-owned Viscose 
Company by a syndicate headed by Morgan, Stanley and Dillon, 
Read marks the end of the most prolonged and embittered con- 
troversy that has so far troubled the relations between London 
and Washington. To be sure, like Polonius, the hatchet has been 
“interred hugger-mugger,” but the main point is that it really is 
buried at last. ’ 

The disposal of Britain’s direct investments in this country was 
the issue that produced so much friction. From the beginning of 
the war the British have been selling their American securities. 
Until last fall, however, when Lord Lothian announced that the 
British war effort would have to be financed in this country, there 
was no question of selling such direct investments as the Viscose 
Company, Lever Brothers, the American branches of the large 
British insurance companies, British-owned American real estate, 
and so on. The question was raised by Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry Morgenthau Jr. immediately after Lord Lothian’s public 
declaration that Britain would need American credits. 

After Lord Lothian’s declaration, Sir Frederick Phillips, one of 
the chief officials of the British treasury, was sent to this country 
to present the British balance sheet and to arrange for the needed 
credits being made available. Sir Frederick’s balance sheet con- 
vinced the Treasury. The result was the lease-lend bill. But Sir 
Frederick’s balance sheet included some $900,000,000 of the direct 
investments which, as part of the economic foundation of their 
empire, the British were at first reluctant to sell. 


CHURCHILL’S RESPONSE Morgenthau forced the issue for 
the first time shortly before the 


lease-lend bill was offered to congress. Warning the British treasury 
that his position would be politically untenable if no effort to 
liquidate the direct investments were made, he demanded that some 
one empowered to undertake the liquidation be sent to this country 
without delay. Accordingly Sir Edward Peacock was named for 
the job, and hurried to New York. Meanwhile, in his testimony on 
the lease-lend bill, Morgenthau included the $900,000,000 of direct 
investments among the assets the British were prepared to throw 
into the pot for supplies from this country. 

Then followed a long period of investigation and negotiation 
during which Sir Edward, his colleague, Carlisle Gifford, and their 
American advisers explored the situation. Selling large properties 
of great value, of which there is no ready market, is an extremely 
difficult affair. Delays arose, and the delays rightly or wrongly 
generated in Washington the suspicion that the British were at- 
tempting to put off the evil day, and perhaps even trying to hang 
on to their properties. As an important element of British banking 
opinion was bitterly opposed to sale of the direct investments, and 
this banking faction was represented by several officials here, the

But he waved. 

“El Capitan” is the only one who came out alive from the front 
compartment of the plane. He was just a little tougher than the 
tensile steel of the plane and the large trunks of the pine trees, 
They broke a hip and most of his ribs, fore and aft on both sides, 
They gave him a near fracture of the skull and a concussion which 


kept him delirious for a time. 
But he was waving at them yesterday. 


That’s the best news. 

The best story is across the hall. That’s where Carlton Huie, 
eight years old, of Albany, Ga., has become a friend of the captain’s, 
They’ve got her legs and hips in a cast. She sings to Rickenbacker: 

“There is a Captain in the town—in the town— 
He is the best man in the town—in the town—” 

Over in the room across the hall, “El Capitan” smiles and sends 
over messages. 

“Fl Capitan” is on the way back. He plans to be up there at 
the Indianapolis races on May 30, if things keep going the way 
they are. 


HE HAD A WORD He talked about the great co-operation of 

Delta employes who helped search for the 
plane; he had a word for all those who helped search and who 
assisted in getting the injured out of the plane. 

But Rickenbacker was just a passenger sitting in the plane. The 
engines were going. Things looked all right. The lights could be 
seen, It was foggy, but there was enough ceiling so that no plane 
should have trouble. 

No one will ever know for sure. 

One thing we do know is that it did not mean that aviation is 
unsafe. In a period when transportation wrecks happen every 
day, we know that now and then the machines of precision to which 
we trust ourselves, will fail us. 

Eddie Rickenbacker, heartsick at the loss of life on that plane, is 
comforted by the thought that his pilot and co-pilot had the plane 
going along on a routine flight maneuver; that they were on the 
beam; that no engine failed. 

No one will know. It must have been the heavy atmospheric 
pressure had done something unusual to one or both of the altime- 
ters. It was something which two trained and competent pilots 
could not see or correct. They did not fail nor did the machine. 
It was a fate and a destiny beyond the control of man. 

It seems now and then, as if Fate will take one of man’s great 
ships of the sea or air, one of his great planes or trains or automo- 
biles, or one of his great engineering accomplishments, and smash it. 
Nature is kept in check. Now and then nature smashes out and 


nothing can stop it. 


HAD AMERICA LISTENED This country, and Democracies 


are alike in this respect, never 
listens to its experts. It’s trained men, no matter what the field, 
never command the following they merit. 

We set up committees to investigate. They work at it and report. 
We ignore the report. 

In Germany the experts said, after 1918, that aviation would be 
the great factor of future wars; that control of the skies would be 
vital, 

German leaders listened. 

In this country Eddie Rickenbacker was one of a half dozen men 
who insisted aviation should be speeded up and developed. 

A year before Germany started the World War and startled the 
world by her bombing planes and mass bombing attacks, Eddie 
Rickenbacker had written a piece for a magazine saying that we 
ought to have 50,000 planes in commercial use so we could be 
training pilots and ground crews. 

Most people ignored it or disagreed. The President of the United 
States asked for 10,000 planes and the critics in the congress called 
him an alarmist and a dreamer. 

If we had started five years ago or ten years ago or twenty 
years ago when our experts were telling us facts, we’d not now be 
spending countless billions all in a hurry. 

It was men like Rickenbacker who made this country the leading 
nation of the world in commercial aviation. They tried to sell con- 
gress on an Army and Navy air force to equal that of the commer- 
cial lines. 

We know now they were right. 

We should have listened.

When a writer addresses an open letter to some great personage, 
it is usually a gag. The idea is to make the letter seem important 
by connecting it with an important person. 

But this one is sincere and real. 

You know, Mr. President, that history repeats itself because 
human nature does. And in reading history you find evidence that 
one sad and exasperating incident has been repeated in every gen- 


eration since the record began. 

Some smart underling develops a brilliant idea and offers it 
to his superior, who either resent the suggestion or scornfully ignore 
it until time and circumstance prove the underling wiser than his © 
masters. 

Years ago, in Russia, General Wavell was deeply impressed by 
the efficiency of the Red army’s parachute troops. He sent a report 
to the War Office in London and urged the adoption of similar 
tactics, but the report was pigeonholed and forgotten until the 
Germans used the idea in conquering most of Europe. 

General de Gaulle urged his superiors to build a swift and 
hard-striking mechanized corps, and when his pleas were ignored, 
he wrote a book to show how such a force should be used and 
what it could do. 

Brass-hats in France ignored the book, but German generals 
read it eagerly—and the result is history. A Frenchman’s idea, 
rejected at home, became the means of destroying France. 

The same thing has happened in our country—when the Wrights 
offered their airplane, for example—and it is happening now. Big 
men, busy with routine, are ignorant of dangerous blunders and 
oversights; little men, who see what is happening, have no one 
to whom they can report without inviting rebuff or punishment. 

Why not appoint one of your assistants to receive suggestions 
and reports of blunders and needless delays from little patriots in 
the Army and Navy and Air Corps and even in civilian life?
